The bank machine was 'proceeding 


down Bedford avenue, when suddenly 
a small coupe darted in front of the 
big car and forced it to. the c.urb. 


The four bandits leaped from their 


car to the:.bank machine: At the .point 
of revolvers thiey forced the 'bank em- 
ployes to silence and commanded the 
chauffeur to drive on. They abandoned 
the coupe, which later proved to have 
been stolen. 


The bank car was directed to a lone- 


ly spot near the King's County Hospi- 
tal, where the employes were forced 
from the machine.

Mohammedans have no music at their 
services, and are seriously disturbed 
when interrupted by musical sounds. 


In 1SS2, the government 
permitted 


the reconstruction of a mosciue within 
the Hindu quarters, with the distinct 
understanding that the Mohammedans 
should on no account object to pro- 
cessions with music passing In front 
thereof. The Mohammedans now con- 
tent that since music was never played 
before this mosque from 1882 to al- 
most the present time, permission 
should always be disallowed for pro- 
cessions with music in that place. The 
Hindus, on the other hand, have been 
asking since 1320 for 
permission 
to 


take an image in procession 
in the 


streets, absolutely without restrictions.

cession was allowed. Before the pro- 
cession occurred, the Mohammedans 
left the mosque in a body as a protest 
and the procession passed quietly. 


This incident led to high feelings

On account of 
threatened violence, the Hindu shops 
were closed for two days. The district 
magistrate was called and, with a largo 
police force reached th» place in time 
to prevent further disorder. ..

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Labor Answers Mr. Gompers. 


. As was expected, a responsible spokesman for Labor has 
challenged the assumed right of Mr. Samuel Gompers to align, 
or attempt to align, the unionized workingmen of the United 
States in the campaign ostensibly for the return of light wines 
and-beer, but actually, as it appears, for the restoration of the 
saloon. It will be remembered that Mr. Gompers issued his 
statement to the effect that American wage earners would sup- 


. port the modification of the prohibition enforcement code just 


after he had met, in Cincinnati, with a delegation representing 
the brewery workers. Naturally he. might have gained a dis- 
torted and mistaken view of the matter which inclined him_to 
' regard the noisy demands of the brewery workers as the in- 
sistent protests of millions of American wprkingmen who were 
riot present and who seem not to have been represented. 


In an interview given to a representative of The Christian 


Science Monitor in Chicago recently, Mr. James W. Kline, 
president of the International Brotherhood of Blacksmiths, 
Drop Forgers and Helpers of America, made it plain that 
neither he nor those for •whom he speaks are bound by the 
assertions of Mr. Gompers. He insists that among American 
workingmen there is a growing sentiment in favor of prohibi- 
tion and law enforcement, and that there iST.o desire that the 
saloon be restored. He declares the conviction that the pro- 
posed legislation permitting the manufacture and sale of wines 
and beer would lead unavoidably to the reopening of places for 
its sale and consumption. This he declares the working people 
for whom he speaks do not desire. 


Mr. Kline indicates a familiarity with the tactics of the presi- 


dent of the American; Federation of Labor. 
He says Mr. 


Gompers is a known <:'wet," and that his activities in opposi- 
tion to the enactment of the original' enforcement code 
prompted him to appeal directly to all labor unions to exert 
their influence to preVent its. passage. This .opposition could 
not be marshaled, Mr. Kline says, and he expresses the convic- 
tion that the sentiment among members of the labor unions is 


- stronger now than ever before in favor of prohibition. 


j Thus challenged, would it not be wise and./prudent, if Mr. 
Oompers desires to speak for the whole body of union labor in 
the United States, for him to .ascertain, by methods which he 
has so often employed, the consensus of sentiment, to be ex- 
pressed through a referendum? No doubt Mr. Gompers was 
able to speak conclusively of the sentiment of the brewery 
\yorkers. But he- could represent their wishes no more cor- 
rectly than Mr. Kline represents those .of the international 
union of which he is executive head. The result of such a 
reference would be intensely interesting-just at this time. It 
might answer a perplexing question.. Has Mr. Gompers the 
courage to put the matter Jto the test?—Christian Science 
Monitor.

: There is a great difference between income tax and an excess 
profits tax. An income tax applies to every one of the sons 
and daughters of our-state who have ambition and thrift 
enough to earn a little more than is necessary to actually live. 
There used to be an old saying that we should lay a little asidi 
for a rainy day. We are fast reaching the point where such a 
thing is impossible. The income tax law, as proposed, reaches 
the fellow who is trying to get a home and lay a little aside for 
the future. 


An excess profits tax applies to those individuals or corpora- 


tions who are making a greater per cent on the operation of 
their business than seems necessary. The law, frequently, 
places a legal rate of interest upon certain transactions. It

Moscow. 
Russia's tax on luxuries 


has been extended to include servants. 


By recent decree a tax of 400 million 


rubles a year was levied upon ill 
families having one servant, and 500 
million rubles Jor each additional maid 
or butler In the house. At the present 
rate of exchange lOO.OOO.flfi* rubles Is 
the equivalent of $3. 


The minimum wage for servants In 


Moscow today, by a ruling of the cen- 
tral union, Is 200 million per month. 
All servants must be secured through 
a government labor bureau, and failure 
to register each household worker, or 
endeavors to avoid paying the ser- 
vants' tax, is punishable by imprison- 
ment and fine.

Out of this amount, has been 
the tremendous expense of maintain- 
ing, the terry from Klttery to Ports-

This Bum is further 
reduced by- taxes, interest and pay- 
ment, on new cars. 


The taxes on the road for the re- 


ceivership period have averaged $1000. 
The interest on the $130,000 bond is- 
sue—which is now offered—at 6 per- 
cent is $7800. The payment of the five 
•new cars will amounf""tb $9750 per year, 
thus amounting In all to $21,550. This 
leaves a. balance and net income of 
51S.450 as profit each year. 


The $1SO,000 bond issue draws 6 per- 


cent, interest, which makes it an at- 
tractive proposition as an investment. 
Figuring that the business of. the road 
will maintain the average of the past 
five years and operating expenses-.are 
bound to go down with the reduction in 
market pi-ices, of materials. u=e.d, the 
road is in .an excellent financial condi- 
tion. 
. The figures given above are most 
conservative. The gross revenue of .the 
road has been cut by $7500 to play 
'safe. Every possible expense has been 
figured high in order to give a conser- 
vative margin. JThe' net profit of $18,- 
450 on an investment of $130,000 ought 
to make 
L this reorganization plan ap- 


peal to the most conservative in in 
vestors.
